She had complained to 
friends that Regan was not doing 
enough to protect the president as his 
administration became enmeshed in 
the Iran-Contra affair. 

In its report Thursday, the Tower 
commission excoriated Regan, say- 
ing that as one/ of the most powerful 
chiefs of staff in recent history, he 
should have done more to shield the 
president.
